fattening a dairy cow, when she 
is drv. 


PASTURE—Did y ou know that 
when 
cows are turned out

weights of the cow* tends to go 
down too, at tho same time. Cows 
in p oor condition and not giv ing 
much milk may not show much 
if any change in the test. 
This temp orary increase in the 
test is ascribed to the cow being 
unable to eat sufficii nt grass to 
take care of her needs, after bo-

record for y ears. She is a regis­ 
tered Jersey although she is nine
